How About a Symbol? 

St. Louis is the nation’s fourth city in 
population, yet it is represented by no em- 
blematic figure that is universally recog- 
nized. 

Everybody knows New York as Father 
Knickerbocker; Philadelphia as the Qua- 
ker gentleman with the bland smile; Chi- 
cago by the hard-featured, crass-looking 
lady who says “J Will.” 

St. Louis has none of these. By some 
local artists who have attempted to force 
a symbolic design upon the public she— 
for all cities are ‘‘she’’—is represented by 
a fat youth with a Cupid face, a crown 
on his head and a maltese cross on his 
breast. Others depict her as an aged gen- 
tleman of the colonial school, with a Qua- 
ker-like hat and a cross on his shirt front. 
(Why this maltese business? St. Louis 
may have a good many lame ducks, but 
she is no Red Cross station.) Others rep- 
resent her as a beautiful young woman or 
girl—that is, as beautiful as some artists 
can draw—with a paper crown and flowing 
saffron locks. Still others give her the 
appearance of an Amazon in Grecian robes 
who is looking for trouble, and who car- 
ries a aword handy. One foot is thrust 
forward, and she stands there like a fe- 
male lion tamer who has just finished her 
stunt and is waiting for applause, and ex- 
claims “Nothing Impossible!’’—plainly a 
copy of the Chicago idea and of the strong 
lady with the hypnotic eye. 

None of these will do. None of them 
will stick and become universally recog- 
nized as emblematic of St. Louis. Can't 
we dig up a symbol that will resemble neti- 
ther a comic valentine, a baby food cir- 
cular or a “before taking’’ advertisement?

Fitz 
had the worst of it but for that. 

It seems peculiar that eyewitnesses of 
so many of Fitzsimmons’ fights state that 
he had the “‘worst of it’’—except that he 
won. It should be realized by this time 
hat Fitzsimmons’ fights are to be judged 
only by the ending and not by the Inter- 
mediate stages. 

Jeffries. however, does not think so. He 
has beaten the Red ox and this is what 
he has to say about him: .

“He can’t hurt with a jab. He didn’t hurt 
me when he jabbed me with either his left 
or his right. When fitz fpught Corbett 
he lended about 15 times on Corbett's jaw, 
and still did not put him out. What kept 
the battle going on so long was that Cor- 
bett was too auick for Fitz to land his 
swing from that shift. Corbett was away 
every time. It finally did land, though, 
and then it was all off with Mr. Corbett.” 

Notwithstanding Jeffries’ estimate of 
Fitzsimmons, and the fact that almost 
everybody, probably himself included, be- 
heves that Fitzsimmons is merely fighting 
for a large loser’s end, the champion will 
train his best for two months and leave 
no stone unturned to fit himself for the 
championship battle. 

His earnestness in his remarks about 
training are the best ‘ndication that he 
has a wholesome regard for that “punch” 
which is supposed to linger beneath the 
toga of the former champion.
